CHICAGO, July 29—This city’s 
mew rent control ordinance, de- 
signed to protect hotel permanent 
guests from gouging landlords and 
adopted in the face of an adverse 
ruling by the city’s legal counsel, 
will go into effect a week from 
today. 

The ordinance, passed by the 
City Council last Friday and 
signed immediately by Mayor Mar- 
tin H, Kennelly, prohibits rent in- 
creases of more than 15 per cent 
above the June 30 level for perma- 
ment hotel tenanis. 

Validity of the bill was hotly 
argued in the council which, how- 
ever, passed it unanimously, The 
city’s corporation counsel warned 
that the city was going beyond its 
-home rule powers, but, hesitant to 
fight the legislative. desires of the 
aldermen, assisted in preparation

Dr. Petersen believes weather 
variability with its wide and rapid 


| temperature changes !s responsible 
for the breakdown of machinery 
in many sensitive persons. 

“Coronary thrombosis occurs 
most often at temperature ex- 
tremes, that is, during periods of 
unusually high or low tempera- 
tures and most often after per- 
iods of cold,” he said. 

A cold air mass has the effect 
of contracting the blood vessels, 
which causes the blood pressure 
to rise, To compensate, the body 
produces a chemical called hista- 
mine which serves to dilate the 
blood vessels and thereby drop 
the blood pressure. The effect of 
a sudden temperature rise would 
also be to enlarge the blood ves- 
sels. 

The resylt would be a very low 
blood pressue, leaving Many areas 
of the body, particularly the cere- 
bral region and the extremities, 
without an adequate blood supply, 
he said. 

“This could result in sudden 
clotting in those region and in the 
coronary,” Dr. Petersen said,

WASHINGTON, July 29 (AP)— 


Henry J. Kaiser, the industrialist, 
testified today that he sent a four- 
paragraph note to the late Presi- 
dent Roosevelt in 1942 and got a 
wartime contract te build small 
aircraft carriers after top Navy 
officials previously had rejected 
his offer. 

Kaiser told a Senate War. In- 
vestigating subcommittee of this 
incident after saying “I can’t rec- 
ollect” when asked whether he 
went to the White House also in 
connection with contracts he se- 
cured to build cargo-carrying air- 
planes. 

The committee is seeking facts 
regarding some $40,000,000 worth 
of airplane contracts awarded to 
Kaiser and Howard Hughes, air- 
craft designer and film producer.

Story of “Baby Flattops.” 

On the “baby flattops”—small 
aircraft carriers—Kaiser told this 
story: 

He talked with the late Marvin 
McIntyre, secretary to the late 
President Roosevelt, ahout build- 
ing the aircraft carriers. 

McIntyre was “very available” 
and when the Navy rejected Kais- 
er’s plans “by a vote of 16 to noth- 
ing” he consulted McIntyre. 

“At the time I had seen the 
President only once,” Kaiser went 
on. “I went in to see Mac.” 

McIntyre told him, Kaiser said, 
that if Kaiser would “write a lit- 
tle letter of about four para- 
graphs” that McIntyre would “lay 
it on the chief’s desk.” 

Kaiser said the next day he re- 
ceived a call from Adm, Emory S&S. 
Land, then directing ship con- 
struction. | 

“Adm, Land said, “What the hell 
have you been doing?’” Kaiser 
continued, 

Letter Caused Reversal. 

Kaiser said the letter to Prestl- 
dent Roosevelt caused top Navy 
officials to “reverse” themselves. 

“I got an order for 100 air car- 
riers,” he said, “All hell broke 
loose.” 

The Navy, he asserted, had not 
wanted carriers but had demand- 
ed destroyers to fight U-boats. 
It finally canceled orders for 50 
carriers, he said. 

Kaiser said the Navy did not

BROADCASTS 10° 
RUSSIA, CUT TIME 
FOROTHERLANDS 


Per Cent Made in For- 
eign Information Pro- 
gram to Fit Smaller! 
Budget. 


WASHINGTON, July 29 (AP)—| 
Expansion of American official | 
broadcasts to Soviet Russia was 
ordered today by the State Depart- 
ment as it cut back other pro- 


grams because of reduced funds 
allocated by Congress. 

Officials said, beginning tonight, 
a new 30-minute “Voice of Amer- 
ica” program of news in the Rus- 
sian language and music will be 
beamed to the’ Moscow area. A 
one-hour program of news, music 
and features which started last 
February will continue unchanged, 

The new ‘half-hour broadcast 

was timed to reach Moscow at 
midnight. The present program is 
heard from 8:00 to 9:00 p.m. Mos- 
cow time. 
The expansion, officials indi- 
cated, results from recommenda- 
tions of Ambassador Walter B. 
Smith in Moscow. The new broad- 
cast will be prepared by the pres- 
ent staff and is to involve no ad- 
ditional cost. 


Total Time Reduced. 


Assistant Secretary of State 
William Benton announced a 40 
per cent cut in the “Voice of Amer- 
ica” broadcasts and other major 
changes to make the enterprise fit 
its smaller budget. 

Broadcasts will be reduced from 
55 to 383 hours a day, and Danish 
and Swedish will be dropped from 
the list of 26 languages in which 
the programs are now beamed 
abroad, 

Effective today a new system of 
“block programming” goes into ef- 
fect to concentrate the broadcasts 
into the best evening listening 
hours in each country and to per- 
mit staff reductions. 

Congress reduced funds for this 
year from $8,400,000 to $6,900,000. 
It directed also that part of the 
operations be turned over to pri- 
vate radio concerns, 

Indonésia Program Retained, 

Benton listed these changes: 

Dutch language programs to 
The Netherlands will be elimi- 
nated, but programs to Indonesia 
in that language will be continued, 

Broadcasts to Latin America 
will be most severely reduced — 
from 18 hours and 15 minutes to 
9 hours daily, mostly in English 
language programs.

The disputants are Bernard de 
Voto, literary critic and for eight 
years custodian of Mark Twain's 
and Dr. 
Dixon Wecter, University of Cali- 
fornia professor and literary edi- 
tor of Twain’s estate. Both joined 
in contradicting the comments of 
the Russian critic, M. Mendelsohn. 

De Voto said that “the essays 
singled out by Mendelsohn have 
been circulated in millions of 
copies, including pamphlet form.” 


99 OF LAST BILLS CONGRESS 
PASSED NOW AT WHITE HOUSE 


Rest of 250 Measures Still to Be 
Delivered for Action by 
Truman. 
WASHINGTON, July 29 (UP)— 
President Truman will find at 
least 99 bills passed by the LHighti- 
eth Congress on his desk when he 
returns to the White House late 

today from Kansas City. 

There is a backlog of some 250 
measures enacted by the Congress 
in the last days of its first session, 
but so far only the 99 have been 
delivered to the White House, As- 
sistant Press Secretary Eben 
Ayers told reporters. 

The President has 10 days—Sun- 
days excepted—from the time the 
bills reach him to sign, veto or 
ignore the wills. The latter is gen- 
erally referred to as a pocket veto.

WASHINGTON, July 29-—A pre- 
liminary study of official figures

Rumor Had It That Servants 
Killed Whig Prede- 
cessors. 


WASHINGTON, July 29 (INS) 
—The Lincoln papers disclose of- 
ficial fears for the life of the 
Civil War President even before 
he was: inaugurated. 

These apprehensions were based 
on reports which had circulated 
for many years that Whig Presi- 
dents Harrison and Taylor had 
been poisoned by White House 
servants in a Democratic political 

lot. 
. A number of letters intimating 
that the same “fate” might befall 
Lincoln were found in the Robert 
Todd Lincoln collection. 

‘As the “poison plot” whispers 
had it, Harrison and Taylor, the 
first two Whig occupants of the 
White House, were administered 
poisons slowly in their food by 
resentful and possibly inspired 
servants kept on from administra- 
tion to administration. 

The most authoritative missive 

relating to possible poisoning of 
Lincoln was written by A. H. S. 
McKim, who it appears had the 
job of guarding the country’s 
chief executives. Dr. Aaron Gibbs, 
of Chicago, a friend of Lincoln's, 
apparently had written McKim 
inquiring about precautions being 
taken to protect the President- 
elect. McKim answered: 
“After the President-elect shall 
arrive, we will take care of him, 
even on the day of inauguration, 
and while we here do not doubt 
but that some disturbance might 
take place, I do not apprebend 
dangers at that time, but shouid 
he keép the same servants in the 
house who are there now and 
have been for the :ast 13 or 29 
years it is feared he will meet 
the same fate that Genera's Har- 
rison and Taylor are pelieved to 
have met.”

LONDON, July 29 (AP)—A de- 
nial that Russia ever engaged in 
separate peace negotiations with 
Germany was published in the 
Moscow newspaper Izvestia today 
under the by-line of Alexandra 
Kollontay, former Soviet Minister 
to Sweden. 

Mme. Kollontay was replying to 
a June 18 article in Liberty mag- | 
azine, which said a Soviet For- 
eign Ministry. official, A. M. Alex- 
androv, arrived in Stockholm early 
in 1943 with instructions for her 
to sound out the Germans on a 
separate peace. She declared 
Alexandrov was in Australia at 
the time and never had been in 
Stockholm. 

Mme. Kollontay said the article 
was a “malicious slander” aimed 
at “confusing public opinion and 
sowing mistrust among the United 
Nations.” She said she was “grave- 
ly ill and stayed in the Red Cross 
clinic’ at Stockholm during the 
period of the reported negotia- 
tions. 


NO GENERAL OIL SHORTAGE, 
SAYS SENATE COMMITTEE: 


WASHINGTON, July 29 (UP)— 
A Senate Public Lands subcom- 
mittee reported today that there 
is no overall oil shortage in the 
United States, either now or in the 
forseseeable future. 

The subcommittee, which held 

extensive hearings, said in a pre- 
liminary report published in the 
Congressional Record: 
“The consensus of testimony by 
Government and industry repre- 
sentatives ... indicates that there 
is neither a short-term nor a 
long-term over-all shortage of oil 
in this country.” 

Spot shortages predicted for this 
fall and winter in the Midwest, the 
report stated, will be due pri- 
marily to the lack of steel to build 
new pipe lines and tank cars. It 
added that “one of the salient rea- 
sons” for lack of steel “has been 
the increased export of steel tubu- 
lar goods to foreign countries.”

TRY TO SETTLE U.S. SPLIT 


‘War Secretary to Confer With Clay, Long at 
Odds With State Department Over 
Treatment of Germany.

WASHINGTON, July 29 (UP)— 


Secretary of War Kenneth C. Roy- 
all will leave by plane*today for a 
European conference with Gen. 
Lucius D. Clay, United States mili- 
tary governor in Germany, in an 
apparent attempt to iron out a/'| 
long-standing feud between Clay 
and the State Department. 

The War Department merely 
said Royall would spend seven 
days in Germany, during which he 
will inspect. military establish- 
ments and confer with Clay, as 
well as other “leading military 
government officials.” 

Clay’s difficulties with the State 
Department date back more than 
a year, and officials are fearful 
lest they make it more difficult to 
reach agreement with Britain on 
how to increase Ruhr coal produc- 
tion. 

Clay also has disagreed with 
both the British and French over 
treatment and administration of 
Germany and he has never hidden 
his belief that poor British admin- 
istration is a major cause of low 
German coal production. He also 
has opposed Britain’s desire to

Buildings in French Port 


Smashed In, Explosion 
in Gas System, Gaso- 
line Set Afire. 


BREST, France, July 29 (AP)-- 
Officials reported 20 dead and 417 
or more injured in this port today 
from the explosion of ammonium 
nitrate fertilizer that wrecked the 
Ocean Lib- 


Nine of the injured died today, 
the French Ministry of Marine 
said. Badly injured and hospital- 
ized at nearby Landerneau were 
46 others. In addition, Ponchalet 
Hospital reported it had treated 
376 for cuts and bruises inflicted 
by flying debris. 

Hundreds more were shaken se- 
verely when the nitrate went off 
with ai shattering blast that 
smashed in building fronts aiong 
the harbor area, set off an ex- 
plosion in the city’s gas system, 
fired a gasoline storage tank and

The explosion occurred as the 
ship was being towed out to the 
roadstead after an unsuccessful 
five-hour fight to extinguish a fire 
discovered in its hold as it lay 
alongside a dock waiting to dis- 
charge its cargo. 

Jules Moch, French Minister of 
Public Works, said the Urited 
States and France might egnfer 
on new ways to transport am- 
monium nitrate, recalling the sim- 
larity of this explosion to the 
one at Texas City, Tex., last April 
which killed 470 persons. 

“The casualties might have 
been as bad as in Texas City.”

WASHINGTON, July 29 (UP)— 
The current Kaiser-Hughes hear- 
ings before a Senate War Investi- 
gating Subcommittee concern two 
Separate wartime contracts for 
new kinds of aircraft. 

Together they call for a total 
Government expenditure of nearly 
$40,000,000. To date, the Govern- 
ment actually has paid out $26,- 
600,000, 

-The first contract was let In 
1942 by the Defense Plant Corp., 
wartime subsidiary of the’ Recon- 
struction Finance Corp., to Kaiser- 
Hughes, Inc., a nonprofit company 
set up by Industrialist Henry J. 
Kaiser and Plane-maker Howard 
Hughes. 

It called for three 200-ton, eight- 
engined flying boats built of ply- 
wood, Because of material short- 
ages, delays and the war's end, 
however, only one was built—at a

Lists Interests as Builder. 

He said that “to straighten out, 
once and for all, the matter of 
whether Henry Kaiser is a builder 
or some kind of supersalesman,” 
he wanted to list his interests. 

Among them he cited what he 
called the largest sand, gravel and 
ready-mixed concrete business in 
northern California, the world’s 
largest cement plant, an insurance 
company and seven hospitals, the. 
West’s only integrated steel plant, 
the Kaiser-Frazer Automobile 
Corp., and half a dozen others. 

“This peacetime record should 
make it amply clear that whatever 
success I may have achieved is 
based on the fact I am.a builder 
and no: mere supersalesman,” 
Kaiser said. 

Kaiser indicated irritation when 
Ferguson asked him repeatedly 
what engineering plans he had for 
flying boats at the time he was 
negotiating with the WPB in 
August 1942. 

The witness said he probably 
had only sketches, not detailed 
blueprints. : 

Kaiser accused Meigs of being 
in league with unidentified air- 
craft manufacturers to keep him 
out of the business. 

“In my opinion, Mr. Meigs was

He added that at present the 
danger that the state “becomes 
dominated by ecdnomic forces—to 
the detriment of the general wel- 
fare—-is exactly as grave as if it 
should be dominated by pressure 
from capital.” 

The pontiff noted the “impa-

000 bushels—for export to short- 
age areas in September. This com- 
pares with 1,264,500 long tons, or 
about 52,327,860 bushels, allocated 
for August. . 

The September allocations in- 
cluded no corn. The department 
gzaid much of the corn originally 
allocated for .export in July and 
August has been replaced by 
wheat and other grains because of 
a prospective short corn crop in 
this country. 

The Government now plans to 
export upwards of 500,000,000 
bushels of grains during the 12 
months ending on June 30, 1948.

S the lawmakers head for home (and happy months of fence- 
mending), the best way to say a final farewell to the Hightieth 
Congress is to assess what it has done. 


And.such an assess- 


ment, in turn, will be the best explanation of why this America, 
this great, wealthy, powerful and populous nation, is in these days 
like a giant bound in chains of his own devising. 


History undoubtedly will hold 
that, in the domestic field, the 
most important single act of the 
Fightieth Congress was the statute 
unifying the armed = services, 
jammed through hugger-mugger 
in the last. days. Besides this, 
the Congress has shown itself sig- 
nificantly flabby in the presence 
of lobbyists. It has passed two 
political tax bills in the certain 
knowledge they would be vetoed. 
And it has placed on the statute 
books a labor law in which grave 
defects are already being dis- 
cerned, even before it has come 
into full legal operation. 

On the foreign side, largely ow- 
{ng to the commanding leadership 
ef Senator Arthur H. Vandenberg, 
the record is considerably better. 
What the President has ventured 
to ask for, the Congress has in 
general granted. Real milestones 
have thus been: passed, as with 
the Greece-Turkey aid bill. 

Too Little, Too Late, Too Loud.’ 

Yet no one familiar with the 
Gesperate gravity of the world sit- 
uation can be at all satisfied. 
American foreign policy, as de- 
veloped by Congress and the Ad- 
ministration together since Jan. 1, 
has been too little, too late and 
too loud. 

That is the only honest way to 
characterize the manner in which 
this country has thus far met the 
challenge of the Soviet Union's 
political and economic warfare 
against the Western world, And 
as one searches for the reason for 
the slowness, inadequacy and blus- 
ter with which we have met the 
Soviet challenge, a single curious 
and ominous fact begins to stand 
out. 

The whole earth, In the years 
since the war, has been divided 
into two great factions, one led by 
the Soviet Union, the other led 
by the United States. And not 
the Soviet Union only, but the 
United States also, is in a strange 
way t prisoner of its own gov- 
ernme system; 

The imprisonment in their sys- 
tem of the Soviet people and their 
leaders must be obvious to any 
student of the ways of govern- 
ments. All over the world men and 
women of good will sadly ask: 
“Why must there be this contest”? 
Why cannot there be trust be- 
tween nations?” The sad fact is 
that mistrust, suspicion and ag- 
gression are inherent character- 
istics of the Soviet system at 
present. 

Cites Wartime Dispatches. 
~ How can it be otherwise? As 
has been already pointed out in 
this space, even in wartime, when 
Soviet-American relations were at 
their warmest, intercepted dis- 
patches of the Soviet Ambassadors 
in Washington proved to be mere 
“Daily Worker” editorials. The 
Canadian Royal Commission in- 


vestigation has disclosed no less 
than five bitterly competing So- 
viet espionage nets, which can, 
of course, only compete by report- 
ing sensations and horrors, Be- 
sides these, the Kremlin derives 
some information from the execu- 
tives of its subordinate Commu- 
nist parties. While the Kremlin 
bases its policy decisions on data 
from such sources, what else 
could be expected except what has 
occurred ? 

Thus there is no way to turn 
the Kremlin from its course, ex- 
cept to confront it with hard 
facts—facts of failure in aggres- 
sion, facts of prosperity and 
stability in the Western world 
which it is attacking—facts which 
cannot be ignored or minimized 
by dialectics. This is the. Ameri- 
can task, if the Westerfi world 
is to survive. 

But in this task in turn we are 
too loud, because the President 
cannot move the Congress to such 
action as the Greece-Turkey aid 
bill without driving the law- 
makers forward with the whip of 
sheer terror. 

e are too little, because, the 
Administration dares not present 
to the Lostile Congress programs 
which will cover the full needs 
of the world situation. 

And we are too late, because 
such programs as are presented 
must always wait on a long pro- 
cess of preparation and education, 
both of congressional and of pub- 
lic opinion. We, too, in short, are 
prisoners of our governmental 
system. Our founders designed it 
in a time when the best govern- 
ment was the least government. 
It has the defect of its: virtue; 
it is always in danger of not 
working at all. 

In these times, a government 
which does not work, which is im- 
potent to act, is a short way to 
national disaster. 

Congress has its ample quota 
of petty politicians, blind reaction- 
aries and narrow men compla- 
cently wallowing in their own ig- 
norance, but the real fault is not 
with Congress, which is simply an 
average body of Americans, with 
plenty of decent, industrious intel- 
ligent men to balance against the 
bad apples in the barrel. The real 
fault is with the system. Under 
our system the Executive has a 
monopoly of information, but no 
power to act without the Congress, 
while, the Congress lacks informa- 
tion by which to judge the Execu- 
tive’s proposals for action. 

The result is semi-stalemate. 
The stalemate can be overcome 
only by developing the insufficient 
beginning of the so-called biparti- 
san foreign policy into an entirely 
new relationship between the Ad- 
ministration and the Congress. 
The urgent need for this new re- 
lationship is the real lesson of the 
last six months.

With the 
Brabacon revolution Belgium re- 
gained its independence of Hol- 
land, The period of 1815-1830 is 
still known in Belgium as “the 
occupation.” 


Integration Difficult. 

Holland and Belgium were not 
easy to integrate economically be- 
cause Holland has built specialized 
industries which compete with 
Belgian manufactures, while 
Flemish dairy farming could be 
endangered by Holland’s more 
highly organized agriculture. Both 
recovered from the German occu- 
pation in different ways. Belgium 
was liberated in September 1944, 
and became an Anglo-American 
military base, with Antwerp on 
the principal route of supplies. 
The Allied reverse at Arnheim left 
most of Holland in German hands 
until the spring of 1945. 

Stimulated by American Army 
expenditures, Belgium took a free 
and easy course, as a result of 
which the cost of living rose 
steeply and more rapidly than 
wages, though these became three 
times the prewar figure. Holland, 
with greater losses, adopted strict 
production and rationing controls,

The Railroad View Again 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Instead of accepting at full face value 
the statements of politicians without 
practical knowledge of rate procedures, 
as indicated in the editorial in the Post- 
Dispatch of July 16, “Bulwinkle and 
Tidelands,” why not. discuss the subject 
with the traffic managers of some of 
your St. Louis manufacturing concerns? 

It would be enlightening to the Post- 
Dispatch to learn, from men who are 
familiar with shipping, some of the 
basic reasons for the Bulwinkle bill; 
why rate conferences are a necessary 
part of the vast nationwide interlocking 
transportation system. I am sure that 
you will not be told about interpreta- 
tions or theories. It will be basic and 
founded on practical experience and 
knowledge. 

I might venture to say that any man 
with practical shipping knowledge would 
say that abandonment of rate confer- 
ences would result in an immediate 
freezing of freight rates at the then 
current level. This would mean that 
requests for adjustments and new rates 
—and it has been estimated conserva- 
tively that they are in excess of 600 
weekly—would have to be heard indi- 
vidually by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, with interested parties, 
shippers, competing manufacturers and 
carriers participating. Nationally-known 
traffic men have stated that “hopeless 
confusion” would result in a few 
months. 

Former Assistant Attorney General 
Wendell Berge and members of his staff 
were asked during the Seventy-ninth 
Congress Senate hearing on the Bulwin- 
kle bill if the anti-trust division of the 
Department of Justice had devised a 
workable substitute for rate conferences, 
There was no response other than that 
there is “an area of permissible col- 
laboration.” No definition of the “area 
ef permissible collaboration” was ever 
forthcoming although the question was 
repeatedly asked. 

About all that could be concluded was 
that Mr. Berge and his assistants were 
engaged in a maneuver which they 

“hoped would ultimately bring a fistful 
‘of power to the Department of Justice, 
a power that could deal either life or 
death to the keystone industry of the 
nation.

Travel Is So Broadening 


Most members of Congress will travel dur- 
ing recess. Never before, says the Associated 
Press, has there been a group of legislators with 
such determination to collect first-hand informa- 
tion. This is fine. We wish the travelers well, 
and would like to see them off with a basket of 
fruit and complete itinerary. 


First stop, a house—any house. A house is 
rapidly becoming a display piece in these United 
States, thanks largely to the failure of Congress 
to deal with the nation’s major problem. Travel- 
ing Congressmen should look at this house care- 
fully, before Americans all belong in tepees. 


The next stop might be somewhere abroad, 
Practically anywhere abroad should be broaden- 
ing enough. First the touring legislators ought 
to see one Hungry child, in the interest of con- 
tinuing our foreign relief program. They might 
study one propagandized Bulgar to see what our 
Voice of America broadcasts are intended to 
overcome, if Congress will let them. And they 
might question one frightened inmate of a dis- 
placed persons’ camp, to see why they should 
have passed the Stratton bill for the admission 
of screened DPs. 


Also the Congréssmen should have tea with 
one hard-headed Soviet general, who always 
says No. Money for the Marshali plan, the re- 
building of Europe and containment of Soviet 
power is yet to come. 


Upon returning home, the tourists might look 
at an Army post. Let them see an empty tank. 
Why is it empty? Because there are no soldiers 
to put in it. Why not? Because volunteering 
has fallen off and Confress failed to pass a uni- 
versal training law to help build a defense. 


Next the Congressmen ought to make a re- 
freshing stop somewhere to pick up a social con- 
science, signs of which were sadly lacking in the 
last session. They could apply this discovery to 
broadening the social security program and rais- 
ing minimum wages, and to health insurance. 


A good side trip at this point would take in a 
coal field. The legislators could look upon the 
miners’ huts and even, if they dared, drop down 
a shaft for a visit to the unsafe nether regions. 
This might instruct them as to why John L. 
Lewis is so hard to get along with, and why fed- 
eral mine safety enforcement is needed. 


No real tour would be complete without a 
visit to the Missouri Valley. Here the Congress- 
man could look for levees. Any levee found in- 
tact wins a prize from the Army Engineers. Con- 
gress has shied at the idea of a Missouri Valley 
Authority long enough to deserve to see what 
lack of a regional plan has done to soil, homes 
and people of the Midwest. 


Before disbanding the tour, the travelers 
might stop off in Kansas City, where dead men 
never tell how they voted. Congress didn’t in- 
vestigate the Justice Department’s inaction in 
tle Kansas City primary frauds, but a stuffed 
ballot (genus pendergastius) still ought to be 
worth a look-in. 


On the way home the Congressmen might 
visit their least*effective lobbyist. He is a fellow 
about five-feet-six, income maybe $2000, color 
anything, religion irregardless. He doesn’t know 
many Very Important Persons. But the things 


he'll have to say every Congressman should 


hear. If he doesn’t say them now, he'll say them 
in the next election.

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The Lucky Mr. Shearer 


Judge- Moore, we suspect, did Franklin Wells 
Shearer a favor yesterday in rejecting his re- 
quest to withdraw his guilty plea and stand trial 
for tax evasion. The Maplewood automobile 
dealer just doesn’t know when he is well off. 
Judge Moore had given Shearer two years in 
prison, but his offenses were so aggravated that 
a jury might have given him considerably more. 


Shearer based his request for having the plea 
of guilty set aside on the ground that he had 
been badly advised by his attorneys. One of 
them, he said, told iim that if he would pay up 
the back taxes and plead guilty, he would get 
off with a fine. 

In bleacher language, Shearer seems to think 
he was buying a “fix.” And since no fix was 
arranged, he wanted another day in court, This 
idea of cafeteria justice would not go down 
well with little people who know that if they err 
and get caught they will have no battery of 
highly paid lawyers, but whatever counsel they 
are able to pay or is appointed by the court.

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Research, U.S.A. 


The National Science Foundation which Con- 
gress has created grew out of the wartime expe- 
rience of this country. It was proposed some 
two years ago by Dr. Vannevar Bush, who was 
director of the Emergency Office of Scientific 
Research and Development. The atomic bomb 
was only one, though the most dramatic, of the 
results which OSRD produced by bringing to- 
gether a concentration of scientific effort under 
the national aegis. 


Dr. Bush, and the scientists who worked with 
him, felt that the education of young scientists 
and the full and continuing support of research 
laboratories of many sorts called for help which 
the Federal Government ought to be giving. 
They were aware of the public interest involved 
in research in public health, agriculture; hous- 
ing, military defense and other fields. In the 
first of these fields, for instance, the National 
Science Foundation will deal with cancer and 
heart disease through special commissions of 
scientists and public men. 


In the words of a 50-man committee which 
Dr. Bush appointed to make recommendations 
with regard to scientific research in the United 
States: “A nation which depends upon others for 
its new scientific knowledge will be slow in 
its industrial progress. If colleges, universities 
and research institutes are to megt the rapidly 
increasing demands of industry and government 
for new knowledge, their basic research should 
be strengthened. by use of public funds.” 

The bill just enacted by Congress makes that 


progressive step. It is a national adventure in 
self-enlightenment. In the years to come, it 
may be a source of wonderment to Americans 
that their country embarked on so sensible a 
course as late as 1947. 
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Progress and Problems in the Air 

Scarcely a week goes by without the Army Air 
Forces being in the news with a report of some 
form of progress—a new speed record, the suc- 
cessful testing of a new type of plane, a fighter 
plane to be carried within a big bomber, an im- 
proved radar device. But this week a short item 
on jet planes indicates that this progress has 
brought a swarm of problems with it. 

The high speed of the jet bomber is a great 
asset with a few exceptions. The standard 
bomb casing is aerodynamically inadequate since 
it cannot stand the violence of the air blast when 
the bomb is dropped from a plane traveling 500 
or more miles an hour, Turret-mounted guns in- 
terfere with the air flow over the plane’s struc- 


-ture and yet heavy gun power is essential to 


protection. (Carrying of a fighter plane in a 
bomber’s belly may be 4 partial answer to this.) 


Navigation of high-speed jet planes is another 
problem. For instance, a fighter at 40,000 feet 
has about three hours’ endurance at 500 m.p.h., 
but at the low altitudes at which ordinary planes 
travel it can consume all its fuel in something 
like 40 minutes, 
made high in the air, magnifies into a tremen- 
doug’ one when the pilot gets low enough to 
identify landmarks. 


These are but a few of the difficulties arising 
from planes now in use or undergoing tests. Yet 
the Army last month awarded a contract for de- 
sign of a plane that would be capable of flying 
faster than 2200 miles an hour and have a ceiling 
of 60 miles. The scientists, technicians, mechan- 
ics and pilots are confident that they can solve 
the problems that their inventiveness creates. 


In the research laboratories and on the prov- 
ing grounds of the major nations of the world, 
the struggle for the air supremacy of tomorrow 
is going on at a furious pace. The United States 
cannot afford to fall behind, If war should 
come and we are behind in technological devel- 
opments and pilot models, the great industrial 
setup that has won two world wars for*us would 
not have a chance to get into production. There 
must be no parsimony when it comes to funds 
for scientific research and development. 
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What, No Tyranny? 


The amicable agreement between the United 
States Government and the State of California, 
permitting continued withdrawal of tidelands oil 
under existing state permits, should make some 
faces an appropriate red. Attorneys General, 
Governors and members of Congress who fought 
to have the Federal Government quitclaim its 


right to these vital reserves of fighting oil fore“ 
cast dour things if this were not done. 


If the federal claim to tidelands were upheld, 
they predicted, there would be federal oppres- 
sion of state’s rights all the way up to seizure 
of reclaimed parts of San Francisco, Boston and 
Chicago. That was palpable nonsense to others 
when it was uttered, and it must be so even to 
its one-time proclaimers now. 

Arrangements are being worked out smoothly 
between Federal and State Governments, with a 
notable absence of invasions, depredations or 
alarms. The states are to continue to have a 
right to do everything but waste for private 
profit the reserves the nation needs to keep for 
its defense. Should not all this be a powerful 
incentive to refrain from baseless talk of state's 
rights the next time there is a temptation to drag 
that subject into an issue to which it is not 
germane? 
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Even in the summer doldrums, an acceptable 
substitute. for “The Voice of America” is not to 
be found in that program entitled “The Voice 
of Ohio.” 
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Duty for. the ICC : 


The Western Association of Railway Execu- 
tives has read and replied to our attacks on the 
Bulwinkle-Reed bill systematically, but it still 
confuses our position with that of the Depart- 
ment of Justice. Today’s letter shows the error. 


Like the Justice Department, the Post-Dispatch 
thinks groups of railroads should not’be immune 
from the anti-trust laws to “screen” rate pro- 
posals by the member railroads. The depart- 
ment may have no sound alternative, but a work- 
able solution in keeping with American regula- 
tory tradition has been outlined in these columns. 


Competition among railroads must be held 
within limits. The railroads have usurped, and 
want to keep, the power to restrain competition 
among themselves. We want the ICC, to which 
the power rightly belongs, to use it. The ICC 
could do so by enlarging its staff to the same 
extent that the railroads can dispense with rate 
committee personnel when the ICC takes over. 
So the Western Association’s picture of ICC 
waste and a log jam isn’t true. 

Even the ICC will not necessarily use the 
power well, The ICC wants the railroads to 
have it, apparently because its members had 
rather be the supreme court of transportation 
than the administrative agency it is meant to be. 


But the ICC can be reformed in its ways, 
whereas if the railroads get the power, there is 
no hope they will use it in the public interest. 
The State of Georgia and the Justice Depart- 
ment, which have sued them for usurping it, 


cite evidence showing they have grossly mis- | 


used it. 

New congressional orders to the ICC are 
needed—just what cannot be known until the 
Supreme Court interprets the existing laws. But 
the railroads want Congress to forestall the 
court and whitewash them instead, That is why 
we drew the analogy with the abortive attempt 
to surrender tidelands oil to the states before 
the court could rule. 

We repeat: The railroads expect a verdict .of 
guilty. Otherwise they would be eager for judg- 
ment instead of for absolution from Congress. 
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Landlords who are asking for six months’ rent 
in advance are asking for it.

Russia vs. America on the Air 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Voice of America broadcasts have proven far more effective than 
Moscow Radio’s attempt to reach United States, writer says; our 
programs offer clear reception; Russians like them because they omit 
prapaganda; Soviet epithets are good evidence of their effectiveness.

The broadcasts which the United States 
began beaming to the Soviet Union last 
February are effectively piercing the iron 
curtain. They are actualy reaching into 
Russian homes. And they are also, it ap- 
pears, getting under the Politburo’s skin, 


These American broadcasts to the Rus- 
sian people were on the air less than two 
months when Moscow assigned its ablest 
political satirist and polemicist, Ilya 
Ehrenburg, to attack them. 


Considering that the British Broadcast- 
ing Corp., which also hurdles the iron cur- 
tain with daily newscasts, had to wait 18 
months for the Soviet regime to recog- 
nize its effectiveness with a polemic, Wash- 
ington officials were genuinely pleased to 
discover so soon that they were achieving 
their objective—to be heard. 


Since Moscow directs four and a half 
hours of programs westward to the United 
States every day to America’s one hour go- 
ing eastward, it might be expected that the 
loudest complaints would be heard in this 
country. There are four reasons why Wash- 
ington does not give two kopecks for the 
psychological warfare being conducted 
against the United States by Radio Mos- 
cow: 


Why Soviet Programs Fail 


First, the number of Americans who listen 
to the Soviet programs, either to the four 
hours of English or the half hour of Yid- 
dish broadcast daily, is infinitesimal. 


Second, reception in the United States 
of the Soviet broadcasts is yery poor. Mos- 
cow’s propaganda comes in direct, without 
benefit of relay. 

Third, the broadcasts are made up of 
blatant propaganda rather than news, and 
have no appeal for listeners searching for 
facts. 

Fourth, America’s free press and free 
speech provide Soviet propaganda -with 
much better ways of contaminating the 
American mind. Americans who want to 
keep abreast of the party line have the 
Daily Worker, the Soviet Embassy publica- 
tions and scores of fellow-traveling periodi- 
cals operating openly in the United States 
all of which can be followed much more 
easily than Radio Moscow. 

The four reasons why Washington is 
unconcerned by Moscow’s shortwave pro- 
grams to the United States, however, turn 


out to be the ones that have caused the 
Kremlin to react so violently to America’s 
brief try at reaching the Russian people. 

First, the Voice of America comes in 
strong and generally clear in the U.S.S.R. 
This is because Washington relays the 
Voice of America to Russia via powerful 
transmitters at Munich, 


Second, whereas Moscow's shortwave 
programs are mostly propaganda, the Voice 
of America is just the reverse. Its hour 
program that hits Moscow at 9:00 p.m. is 
roughly divided into three parts—20 min- 
utes of news, 20 minutes of music, and 20 
minutes of features on American science, 
art, politics and education. The news re- 
ports read like any American press sum- 
mary of the day’s events, 


Here are no propaganda phrases and ac- 
cusatory comments such as appear in every 
Soviet broadcast; no snide references to 
Soviet policy or personalities; no charges 
of Soviet imperialism, duplicity or reaction. 


Transmission by Grapevine 


If there is a train wreck in the United 
States of any size, it is mentioned. If there 
is a Strike, a riot or a lynching it also gets 
covered. Washington tries not to play the 
news up or down—just to record it. 


A third reason why the Kremlin has 
taken offense at the Voice of America is 
that the American programs regularly give 
the Russians news items the Politburo has 
killed or censored. The Russians, then, 
have a real incentive to listen to American 
broadcasts. 


The fourth, and most Important reason, 
however, why Moscow so quickly panned 
the Voice of America, is without doubt that 
it was Winning listeners daily. Washing- 
ton daily learns of both Soviet officials 
and ordinary Russian citizens tuning in 
regularly. 


There may be only 75,000 shortwave re- 
ceiving sets in Russia today capable of 
picking up the Voice of America broad- 
casts, But there is a grapevine in the 
Soviet Union that quickly spreads what- 
ever American news is heard. Where one 
Russian listens to the American newscasts, 
10 get it second hand, and how many third, 
fourth, and fifth hand is anyone's guess. 


The Ehrenburg salvos only confirm the 
evidence, While exposing the Kremlin's 
concern for such extra-curricular lstening 
by its citizens,

Senator James Murray of Montana has 
proposed that Congress establish a Missou- 
ri Valley Authority. He is being bitterly 
opposed by utility companies and by cham- 
bers of commerce throughout the valley, 
If that opposition is successful we will con- 
tinue to have floods and destruction and 
tragedy, The people will pay. 

‘Senator Murray's bill can be passed, It 
would aid another big section of the coun- 
try with flood control, power, navigation, 
reforestation, soil conservation and refer- 
tilization. It would bring a better life. 


Between Book Ends 


African’s Safari to U.S.A. 
| HAVE TWO COUNTRIES, by Mbonu Ojike. 

Day Co., New York.) 

Continuing his plea for Nigerian inde- 
pendence as set forth in his “My Africa,” 
Mbonu Ojike in this second work covers 
his experiences in America since his arrival 
in 1939, It is “the education of a Nigerian” 
in both schooling and things American. 

From Lincoin University in Philadelphia, 
he went on to Illinois University, where he 
worked .as assistant janitor» when funds 
failed to come from home. Here he also 
spread truth about the cultuge of Africa——- 
a surprise to those who inquired about the 
“primitiveness” of the dark continent. He 
received his B.S. from Ohio State and then 
went on to Chicago for graduate study. 

When a fellow Nigerian was refused ad- 
mittance to the medical school of that uni- 
versity, he asked, genuinely puzzled: “Why 
should a white, Christian college train a 
white doctor to come to cure Nigerians 
and at the same time refuse to train a 
Nigerian to go home and cure his people?” 

Ojike was appalled at the poverty of the 
American Negro. “I was convinced that 
in only a few countries today is there real 
freedom for the black man. In my country 
it is imperialism which has just about driv- 
en from us self-confidence and pride in 
ways and things African, South Africa is 
another Mississippi. In Egypt and Ethio- 
pia it is the same white man’s burden— 
what Britain wants, what Italy wants— 
never what the African needs.” 

“* * . 

His first taste of segregation came with 
a lecture engagement in Norfolk, Va. “The 
Southern whites employ blacks to cook for 
them, nurse their white babies, wash their 
clothes, make up their beds, and often 
maintain illicit sexual relations with the 
black belles. And beside these same black 
citizens they pretend not to sit. 

“What hypocrisy! What a paradox! ... 
Call me not a Christian until you act what 
the Bible says ... 1 come from a long an- 
cestry of a people who know no discrimina- 
tion, whose statutes contain no race segre- 
gation. yi 

Paradox followed paradox. After being 
@éntertained and served refreshments in the 
White House, he was not permitted to 
drink his ice cream soda inside an estab- 
lishment in Washington. Again, “How could 
I understand the white man’s mentality 
when he attends a program in a biack 
man’s auditorium and sits beside the black 
man, but denies the black man, his fellow 
citizen, the right to attend a similar pro- 
gram in a white man’s auditorium and sit 
beside the white man?” 

Ojike is not always scathing In his fudg- 
ment. He does try to appraise the good 
and bad in our culture. He cites, with 
deepest admiration, America’s voluntary 
granting of independence to the Philip- 
pines as an example to the world.

But after six months of stress 
and strain, of trial and testing, 
Marshall's reputation still ‘looms 
jarge. It has been a crowded six 
months with events pressing one 
upon the other, beginning with the 
Moscow conference. 


The Threat of Isolation. 


Secretary Marshall has not by 
any megic altered the funda- 
mental relationships that existed 
before he took office. Those who 
understood the realities of the 
Soviet-United States position never 
believed that he could bring about 
an overnight change. 

What he has done in six months 
is to present the world with an 
alternative to chaos and catas- 
trophe. The consequences of Mar- 
shall’s Harvard University speech 
have been astonishing. 

It is not merely that representa- 
tives of 16 European nation have 
met in Paris to try to agree on 
a plan for Eurapean reconstruc- 
tion. Equally important is the 
fact that it has spurred the Soviet 
‘Union to compete in kind. 

The Marshall plan may fail. It 
may fail because the competition 
between East and West settles in- 
to a competition for bigger and 
better armaments. Or it-may fail, 
more immediately, because of the 
division in the Government in 
Washington between Republicans 
and Democrats, and the deeper 
feud between those who believe 
we must play a part in the world

shall who instituted the planning 
staff and manned it with some 
of the ablest men in his depart- 
ment, 

One of the few critical attacks 
on Marshall followed his return 
from Moscow, An inspired news 
story said he had held himself 
too aloof at the Moscow confer- 
ence and had not called on the 
other members of the delegation 
for their help and counsel, Those 
who watched him at close range 
refute this charge. While he is 
naturally reserved, he made every 
effort to include his colleagues in 
all important discussions. 

Almost inevitably, with politics 
to the fore on the eve of a presi- 
dential eontest, Marshall’s pre- 
eminent position is recorded with 
a certain jealousy in the books of 
the Republican opposition. He is 
by all olfids President Truman’s 
greatest single asset. 


Would G.O.P. Keep Him? 


For his own part, Secretary 
Marshall has done everything he 
could from the beginning to keep 
politics out. He considers himself 
a nonpolitical agent of all the 
American people. 

The position he occupies today is 
not unlike that which Cordell Hull 
held as Secretary of State under 
President Roosevelt. Like Hull, 
Marshall is the repository of enor- 
mous public confidence. There is 
ohe sure way to take the Secre- 
tary of State out of politics. That 
is for the Republican candidate 
next year to declare that if he is 
elected, he will keep Marshal] in 
his present office. That is also 
the best way to insure the contin- 
uity of a bipartisan foreign policy.

The State Is Human. 


The function of an intelligence 
service in the Soviet state—as in 
the Hitlerite German state—is_per- 
formed by all officials, and by non- 
official persons as well, such as 
writers and journalists. It is in- 
cumbent upon members of the 
Communist party who are citizens 
of other states and who, through 
the party structure, may even be 
performing services unconsciously 
and unintentionally. 

Americans speak of the “totali- 
farian” state without grasping the 
essential philosophic difference be- 
tween the American concept of the 
state and such states as derive 
from the Hegelian governmental 
philosophy, to which belong the 
German—in its apogee the Hitler- 
ite—in less degree the Fascist, and 
the Russian via Karl Marx. 

In American political philosophy 
the state is a necessary institution 
in which there is much potential 
evil. It is a creation of society. 
Moreover. the state functions by 
contract with society which can— 
by the will of the majority—extend 
or diminish its powers and which 
has hitherto refused it all author- 
ity over certain realms of life.

Soviet citizens are thieves and 
liars, nor that Communists—who 
have the same concept of the au- 
thority of the supreme collective 
will—personally are wicked men. 
It means, however, that the eyil 
in a deed committed for personal 
reasons is expunged when com- 
mitted on order of the state, for 
in this philosophy the worst crime 
of all is to oppose the individual 
conscience to the collective will 
embodied in the supreme being of 
the state itself. : 


Communism, a Religion. 


Because we do not properly 
understand this religio-philosophic 
concept of the state as God, we 
cannot understand the behavior of 
otherwise civilized Germans under 
the Nazis, nor the real difference 
between a Soviet citizen and an 
American. An American under- 
takes espionage as a job, to quit 
if or when he finds it distasteful 
or its methods at war with his 
conscience, A Soviet citizen, or a 
Communist, performs it as a nat- 
ural duty to a higher being, the 
collective state, with which he is 
in subservient union, 


To an American, it all seems 
like nonsense, but it proves “there’s 
nothing either good or bad but 
thinking makes it so,” and that 
we certainly don’t live in one 
world.

“Chimes of Normandy,” which 
in its 70 years has acquired the 
aura of a classic, was given its 
fourth production by Municipal 
Opera last night. It may be sum- 
marized as a pleasant Yestival of 
song which seemed fully to satisfy 
the opening night crowd of 10,000 
persons, perspiring in the hottest 
opening weather of the season. 

Although “Chimes” is an old- 
fashioned comic opera which un- 
fortunately has very little com- 
edy, the Robert Planquette music 
is both prolific and beautiful. Oc- 
casionally there is a line of dia- 
logue to knit a stitch in the plot, 
but, almost entirely, it is singing, 


giving Music Director Edwin Mce- 
Arthur a field night with his sen- 
sitive, energetic baton. 

The old vehicle has been given 
a considerable pepping up. Pro- 
ducer John Kennedy had hired 
Hamilton Benz, a motion picture 
writer who specializes in that sort 
of thing, to re-do a libretto. Mr. 
Benz might just as. well have 
started out from scratch and con; 
cocted a new plot in place of the 
prosaic one about the discovery 
of the miser’s gold in the haunted 
castle and how Germaine, the 
heroine, was really the missing 
marchioness in place of Serpolette, 
the village madcap. 

Anything he may have devised 
probably would have been an im- 
provement, However, he did fash- 
ion some new lyrics for all the 
musical numbers except the tra- 
ditional bells song and, perhaps, 
the magnificent “Silent Heroes” 
chorus. These lyrics are very 
jaunty in the modern vein, and 
give the piece a liveliness, if you 
can catch all the wording, that 
the plot doesn’t have. To hear 
Serpolette warbling about want- 
ing an outdoor swimming pool, 
with chinchillas when it’s cool, 
will give you the idea, Or to hear 
Grenicheux, sweating in-his suit 
of mail in the old chateau, voice 
the fear, in a fairly bad joke, that 
some passerby might stick a post- 
age stamp on him. 

Mr. Kennedy was fortunate in 
having signed Mack Harrell of 
the Metropolitan Opera for the 
leading role of the Marquis. Mr. 
Harrell’s rich baritone is given an 
effortless, fluent production that 
is a treat to hear. His acting has 
authority and finish. He lends 
dignity to a role that might in 
less: skilled hands seem pompous. 
Sharing honors with him was 
Eleanore Lutton as Germaine. Her 
soprano was strong, of good tone 
and nicely handled, so she held 
her own with Harrell in their 
duets. In addition, she gave a 
sauciness, even a tartness, to her 
characterization, that kept it on 
the right side if you like your 
wines dry and your heroines 
human. 

As Serpolette, Margaret Spencer 
was vocally pleasing. We, per- 
sonally, were inclined to think she 
overdid the business of being a 
madcap just a little, We hate to 
say it, but she’s inclined to be 
a mugger. Anthony Marlowe, who 
sang a minor role with the Met 
here last spring, and once ap- 
peared on the Forest Park stage 
under the name of Albert Mahler, 
was Grenicheux, the fisherrhan. 
What might have been a nice 
lyric tenor was marred by a per- 
sistent vibrato. And we're afraid 
Mr. Marlowe has quite a lot to 
learn before he becomes a come- 
dian. Emile Renan displayed a 
fine voice as Gaspard, the miser, 
and acted it well enough. The 
dependable Edwin. Steffe came 
through as usual with a first-rate 
performance of the Sheriff. 

Two other points deserve em- 
phasis. Patricia Bowman, teamed 
with Rudy Kroeller, and with the 
chorus working out some spirited 
choreography, came through with 
one of the best dance numbers of 
the season in the first act ballet, 
“Country Dance.” Watson Bart- 
ratt’s three sets of a Normandy 
village, the interior of a chateau 
and a sweeping steps in a park, 
were tops.

The teacher-training resolution 
authorized the board to “take im- 
mediate action” on the findings of 
its survey with a yiew to chan- 
neling students into training pro- 
grams, This, spokesmen said, in- 
cluded necessary staff appoint-

The resolution urged action

school department at the teach- 
ers’ colleges.” 

(A United Press dispatch said 
that the convention decided that 
the schools should provide a gen- 
eral education for students who 
do not wish to enter the ministry. 
In the past, the schools have lim- 
ited their education programs to 
ministerial studies.) 

Appropriations included $35,000 
to be used for promotion materials 
in connection with weekday re- 
ligious education, the vacation 
Bible school work and Sunday 
school work. Another $3000 was 
authorized for a research study 
of these projects.

Neighbors of the Berkels made 
the appeal for funds after physi- 
cians said they feared she could 
not live much longer if the opera- 
tion were not performed. 


RECOVERY OF GERMANY VITAL, 
SAY 13 RETURNED CLERGYMEN 


WASHINGTON, July 29 (AP)— 
Thirteen clergymen representing 
Catholic, Protestant and Jewish 
faiths returned yesterday from a 
35-day visit to Europe convinced 
that “the recovery of Germany 
must be an essential part of every 
plan for the recovery of Europe 
and hence of the world.” This 
conviction was expressed in a 
joint statement. 

The clergymen said that “Amer- 
ica may be confronted with this 
dilemma: Either to reorganize 
western Germany as a separate 
economic and political unit, or to 
pour éndless sums into diseased, 
starving and dismembered Ger- 
many. The implications of this 
are likely to affect the life of 
every man, woman and child.” 

The Rt. Rev. Msgr. James H. 
Griffiths of New York said “We 
are reliably informed that over 
5000 young boys disappeared— 
picked up on the streets of Ber- 
lin in the Russian zone.” He 
added he understood this was also 
happening in Vienna. The boys 
were those 12 to 37 years old who 
especially showed leadership, he 
said.

GREETINGS BY TRUMAN 
T0 BAPTIST CONGRESS 


World Spiritual Co-operation 
Urged—Copenhagen Stir 
Over Negroes. 


COPENHAGEN, July 29 (AP)— 
President Truman, in a message 
to the opening session of the Bap- 
tist world congress here today, 
urged spiritual as well as poliltical 
and economic co-operation among 
nations to achieve a peaceful 
world community, 


The text of his message: 

“IT am pleased to extend greet- 
ings to the seventh world con- 
gress of Baptists. 

“The world today is desperately 
in need of positive action by the 
forces of good will and co-opera- 
tion as it searches for a formula 
for lasting peace, By gathering 
together for the discussion of 
worship in an atmosphere of fel- 
lowship and brotherly love, the 
Baptists here are symbolizing the 
hope of mankind for a brighter 
tomorrow. 

“To achieve a free and peace 
ful world community which all 
men of good will earnestly de 
sire, it is necessary that we dedi- 
cate ourselves not only to political 
and economic co-operation, but to 
spiritual co-operation as well. To 
this end I pledge the best efforts 
of the United States. Please accept 
my best wishes for your success.” 

Newspapers reported that hotels 
and some private householders 
had refused accommodations to 
Negro delegates to the congress. 

Congress.headquarters said a 
great number of city residents 
had called after publication of 
the news offering rooms, apart- 
ments and houses and that there 
were not enough Negroes to fill 
the rooms offered. 

The Rev. Niels Anhoej, public 
relations official, said the city of 
Copenhagen had offered the con- 
gress the huge town hall for a 
joint sermon, expressing regret 
that the official Lutheran church 
had refused the Baptists their 
church for the service. 

The hotel association denied of- 
ficially that there was any dis- 
crimination against Negroes, The 
director of one big hotel said 
privately, however, that most large . 
hotels preferred not to house 
Negroes because they feared they 
would offend other American 
guests, ,

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America’s Olympic Athletes to Live on Food Shipped From the U. S: 
Y’S COLUM 


May Move 


To London 
_ By Planes 


NEW YORK, July 29 (AP)—The 
500 athletes who will carry Amer- 
ica’s colors to the 1948 Olympics 
will have the best in food, trans- 
portation and housing despite 
postwar shortages. | 


Assurance of this was provided 
by the United States Olympic 
Association meeting here yester- 
day as it gave the go-ahead to 
committees in 26 sports to pro- 
ceed with the selection of teams 

for the VII Winter Games at St. 
Moritz and the XIV Olympiad in 
London. 

The parent body, the United 
States Olympic Committee, then 
tackled the job of getting the con- 
testants overseas and back and 
feeding and housing them, partic- 

‘ularly in shortage-plagued Brit- 
ain. Also facing the group is the 
task of raising an estimated $475,- 
000 to finance the expeditions. 
| The committee placed its ap 
proval on air travel, although 
stressing this would not be com- 
pulsory. Boat passage will be 
evailable for those who prefer, 
but the committee has given up 
its original plan of sending all 
members of all teams as a unit 
on one ship. 

To Use Air Force Barracks. 

Most of the food required to 
fuel the athletes during their two- 
week stay in England will be 
shipped from‘here. The team will 
be quartered in former Royal Air 
Force barracks at Uxbridge, less 
than 10 miles from the Wembley 
Stadium games site. 

After approving a preliminary 
budget to finance the teams and 
discussing ways and means of 
raising the Olympic fund, the as- 
sociation told the separate sports 
subcommittees in effect: Go 
ahead with your plans; we'll pro- 
vide the wherewithal. 

The only admonition was 
against overstaffing of teams. 
Because of the increased costs for 
food and transportation, each 
chairman was warned to hold 
down the size of his group. The 
needs for the 26 groups were aired 
and the numbers set with a min- 
imum of haggling. 

An example was the track and 
field squad. Sixty-six comprised 
the group sent tc Berlin in 1936.) 
Chairman Kenneth L. (Tug) Wil- 
gon asked for a squad of 69 com- 
petitors, and approval was grant- 
ed.

FORRESTAL CONFERS. 
WITH DEFENSE HEADS 


Secret Meeting at War De- 
partment—Adm. Blandy 
Decorated for Bikini -Tests, 


WASHINGTON, July 29 (AP)— 
James V. Forrestal, newly-desig- 
nated Secretary of Defense, held 
a closely-guarded conference with 
armed service officials in the 
Army's Pentagon Building today 
and later declined to discuss the 
session. 

Forrestal told a reporter he at- 
tended as Cecretary of the Navy. 
Although appointed by President 
Truman and confirmed by the 
Senate, Forrestal has not yet been 
sworn in as secretary of the uni- 
fied forces. In his new position 
he will have cabinet rank and 
over-all supervision of the com- 
bined Army, Navy and Air Force. 

Those attending included: Secre- 
tary of War Kenneth Royall, who 
delayed a scheduled departure for 
a European inspection trip but 


'took off by plane almost immedi- 
Yately afterward; Fleet Adm, Wil- 


liam Leahy, President Truman's 
chief of staff; and Adm. William 
H. P. Blandy, chief of the Atlantic 
fleet, 

Blandy later was decorated by 
Forrestal with a gold star in lieu 
of a fourth distinguished service 
medal for his work in directing 
the joint Army-Navy task force 
in the Bikini atom bomb tests last 
summer, 

At a press conference yesterday 
Forrestal hinted that it is his idea 
to confine his job to top level co- 
ordination, 

Forrestal said that at first the 
unification of the armed forces 
under a single cabinet officer, pro- 
vided for in a bill signed Saturday, 
will increase rather than reduce 
the cost of the military establish- 
ment. He added: 

“I hope the added administra- 
tive expense will be nominal. 

“It is my hope that it will not 
add a large number to the federal 
payroll because I think to some 
extent the success of this job will 
be reflected in. the smallness of 
its administrative staff.” 

Forrestal’s indication of plans 
to restrict his set-up was taken 
as implying a good deal of au- 
tonomy for the three co-ordinate 
branches of the armed forces. Yet 
to be picked are the three non- 
cabinet secretaries of the Army, 
Navy and Air who will take over 
those phases of the nation's de- 
fense business,

That a way out could 
be found is thought due to the 
fact that politicians were excluded 
from the negotiations, which were 
restricted to professional techni- 
clans of industry and trade.

come speakers from other nations.

Yet re- 
luctantly but frankly we must con- 
fess that this same old Freliable is 
capable of doing a powerful 
amount of harm when abused. 
And it is abuse to take salts when 
you merely require a laxative. 

Under cert ain circumstances 


nothing can be substituted for. 


salts when definite results are to 
be obtained. By salts we mean 
Epsom, Rochelle, Glauber’s, Carls- 
bad, phosphate of soda, citrate of 
soda, in fact any saline cathartic, 
natural or artificial, plain, effer- 
vescent or disguised, But each and 
every kind of salts will do much 
harm if habitually or frequently 
taken merely to move the bowel. 
* * *, 


THE ACTION of salts, no mat- 
ter which kind, is very simple to 
explain, The saline has an affin- 
ity for water and draws water 
from the lining of the bowel. This, 
of course, causes irritation, to 
which the bowel responds by in- 
creased activity. 

Some of the salts, no matter 
which kind, will be absorbed into 
the blood and eliminated through 
the kidneys. In the process of 
elimination the kidney is irritated, 


_ and if the dose is a daily habit the 


kidney will in time suffer. The 
abuse of salts is one of the many 
causes of kidney disease in later 
life,

IT IS NOT ABUSE to resort to 
a dose of salts upon rare occa- 
sions, or several doses if neces- 
sary. It is not abuse to employ 
salts when your physician pre- 
scribes such medication for some 
particular purpose other’ than 
moving the bowels, It is abuse to 
take salts when a milder laxative 
will suffice, and it is abuse to use 
salts merely for the purpose of 
producing an evacuation, 


One of the least- unpalatable 
saline laxatives and most effec- 
tive when properly prepared and 
taken is the official solution of 
magnesium citrate of the Pharma- 
copoeia. This pleasant’ solution 
must be freshly prepared by the 
pharmacist on call, and the whole 
bottle (twelve ounces) should be 
taken by an adult, in divided 
doses every half hour or so.

From Oxen to Airplane 
By Dr. Daniel Poling | 
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E crossed the Missouri river 
W« Bismarck, North Dakota, 

last night and pulled into the 
Northern Pacific station at Man- 
dan just as the sun rimmed the 
hills to the west of this ancient 
Indian stronghold. Here when the 
first white man came in 1738 the 
skin lodges of five great native 
villages stood. Here in 1804 Lewis 
and Clark camped en route to the 
Pacific and here it was that they 
found the young Indian woman, 
Sacagawea, who guided them to 
the headwaters of the Missouri, 
where she had been stolen from 
her people, and on to the mouth of 
the Columbia. 

Bismarck, the capital of the 
state, was for some years the rail 
head for the Northern Pacific. 
General and Mrs. George A, Custer 
traveled to this point by train 
during the Indian campaigns, The 
Custer’s famous Seventh Cavalry 
had its headquarters at Fort Abra- 
ham Lincoln a few miles to the 
south. This was the starting point 
of the ill-fated expedition that 
went to annihilation at the Battle 
of Little Big Horn. President 
Rutherford B, Hayes owned an 
eight-hundred-acre ranch in the 
immediate vicinity, The high ly- 


ing reaches of this vast region 
are crowded with history and 
legend. 

But my interest in Bismarck, the 
Missouri and Mandan is chiefly 
personal. In the spring of 1884 
my parents waited on the east 
bank of the river for the floods 
to subside so that they could cross 
(it was before the first bridge) 
and continue their journey to 
Oregon. I have my mother’s diary 
for that year and she wr:.tes of 
my father preaching in the little 
sod church on the Sunday of their 
delay. She tells, too, of the baby 
that died from exposure in the 
arms of its young mother whom 
my mother sought to comfort. 
“What shall I find,” she muses, 
“in this far, strange land to 
which I am going 

Well, she found hardships, sor- 
row, and nine children—and love 
and fulfillment. Nearly 50 years 
afterward and the day following 
their golden wedding anniversary, 
I put my parents in an airplane 
and flew them over this same 
route they travelled first in 1884. 
How swiftly and comfortably we 
travel today where with “peril 
and pain” and the speed of oxen, 
they went to win the west, 
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Suitable Materia 
For Fall Outfits 


S YOU plan that new fall 
A wararone for yourself or your 

daughter, this year you'll want 
to give more thought than ever 
before to the suitability of the 
material you select to the pattern 
or design you have in mind. 


The reappearance of sweeping 
skirts—many of them pleated—of 
much use of draping, of sheath- 
like skirts for formal wear, all 
bring up new consideration for 
suitability, For example: 


Pleated skirts are easier to keep 
in press if the pleats are wider 
rather than the very narrow ac- 
cordion or knife pleats. Unpressed 
pleats, which lend themselves to 
softer wools and spun rayons, are 
easiest to take care of. In plan- 
ning cotton school frocks, remem- 
ber that every pleat means extra 
time in ironing—first the pressing 
of the fabric as a whole, then the 
creasing of the pleat. Ginghams, 
chambray, woven stripes and 
plaids, and the percale type of 
prints—that is, cottons with con- 
siderable body—are best adapted 
to pleating. (However, seersuckers 
will not hold tight pleats.) Con- 
sider, too, he starching of the 
material, unless you are fortunate 
enough to get a permanént starch- 
like finish, 

Drapes call for specific types 
of materials. Soft, clinging drapes 
are best interpreted in rayon 
crepes, jersey, and velvet, and in 
very soft wools. Fabrics that: are 
very fine and sheer chiffon, 
mousseline, and lawn-like spun 
rayons—should be used full for 
that graceful floating effect, but 
don’t expect them to stay primly 
in place in pleats or close-fitting 
drapes. 

Taffeta and satins can be draped 
but they will give a somewhat 
stiffer or more formal effect, ex- 
cept in the very, very soft satins. 

For tailored effects, turn to. the 
more sturdy fabrics of firm weave, 
gabardines, twills. worsted flan- 
nels, faille, sharkskin, broadcloths, 
shantuneg, linen-textured spun 
rayons and cotton suitings.

The 60 part-score made West's 
one no-trump opening both sound 
and highly strategic. East had 
already passed, hence it was vir- 
tually impossible that West's un- 
derbid would result in losing a 
slam, and there was the chance 
that the opponents, looking to 
West for substantially less 
strength, would “put out their 
necks” in an effort to stop the 
game, Obviously, that is just 
what happened. North's two- 
spade overcall was not far out of 
line, but when it met with a pen- 
alty double, South became panic- 
stricken and, as so often hap- 
pens, rushed forward with a ridic- 
ulous and suicidal rescue. 

The three-heart contract met 
the fate it so richly deserved. 
West made the sound opening of 
the heart king to get a leok at 
dummy, and then shifted to the 
club queen. Declarer won and 
returned a club, permitting West's 
10-spot to hold. West now cashed 
one spade honor and then, in or- 
der to “kill” dummy, exited with 
his third club, Dummy’s ace won 
and declarer, floundering around 
helplessly, led the _ thirteenth 
club. East and declarer both dis- 
carded diamonds; West ruffed 
with the heart nine, cashed the 
heart ace, then led hig other spade 
honor. Declarer ruffed and re- 
turned the diamond jack. West, 
of course, ducked; East won with 
the queen, cashed the heart jack 
and diamond ace, and then led his 
remaining diamond to West’s 
king. 

Declarer won only four tricks 
—two clubs and two hearts—and 
thus suffered a penalty of 900 
points. Needless to say, this was 
more than twice the value of the 
non-vulnerable game that LEast- 
West could have made.

—and every one of them under 
50 or just a year or two past 50. 
A fifth, who as a young photog- 
rapher had gone on countless as- 
signments with me, was in the 
hospital, not expected to live. He 
had his third stroke a few days 
before and couldn’t move or talk. 
I wanted to visit him at the hos- 
pital, but the doctors wouldn’t let 
me. He was on case they said. 


AT THE PAPER 1 Had quite a 
visit with Harry Coleman, head of 
the photographic department, and 
over 60, He was the picture of 
health and didn’t look a day older 
than 50. Three or four years ago 
a big outfit brought him on to 
New York at twice the salary he 
had in.San Francisco. But, the 
pace was furious and he quit, Now 
he is back in San Francisco at 
half his New York salary, but he 
is happy. He expects to live at 
least another 20 yéars, and he 
looks it.

First Aid for Screens.

HE following recipe is 
T guaranteed to produce food 
that everybody will eat with 
100 per cent pleasure. So examine 
the recipe before you begin to use 
it. Your family may think it dis- 
likes garlic, so our recommenda- 
tion would be to reduce the sug- 
gested amount, but use some and 
the chances are the dish will be 
pronounced delicious, Maybe 
they'll want some more chili pow- 
der, so half an hour before serv- 
ing time, test the flavor to see if 
you dare add more.

Heat oil In a heavy skillet with 
a cover, Add ground meat and 
stir constantly, cooking until meat 
is well broken up and only gray 
(not brown) in color.

OU’VE looked into the splen- 
did service of an _ electric 
ironer, but you can’t find room 
it anywhere in your house, or 
it won't fit into your 
budget. In such a case, why not 
| consider the portable ironers that 


lyou can store in a closet when not 
in use, and can set it on a table, 


desk or on any piece of furniture 
that’s of a height convenient for 
working while you are seated? 
Several of the well-known ironer 
manufacturers are beginning to 
turn these out now. 

The portable ironer operates on 
the same principle as the full 
size moving-roll type, which has 
a curved shoe above or below the 
padded roll, You won't find all 
the refinements of service on the 
smaller portable types, but they 
are built to give you a lot of 
time-saving and good work. You 
will be able to iron rapidly and 
well—and this includes sheets, 
tablecloths, shirts and dresses as 
well as the general run of smaller 
items. 

In a portable froner the roll is 
usually about 22 inches long by six 
inches in diameter. It also has 
thermostatic heat control combin- 
ing on-and-off switch with the se- 
lection of troning temperatures. 
The weight—which is generally 
about 33 pounds or so—is distrib- 
uted fairly evenly, so that the iron 
is easy to handle. It will need a 
storage space of about 10 inches 
deep by 30 inches by 15 inches 
high, It operates on 115 volts, but 
must have an appliance outlet.
